Each application should state the 


name of the convict, his age, nativity 
and 'previous occupation,^together with 
thei.crime for the commission of which 
10 was convicted, the United States 
court in which he was tried and at 
vhat term, tho name of the . prison to 
vhich he was sentenced and for how 
ong and the grounds on which his par- 
Ion is asked. Except in capital oases, 
f the report made by both the district 
attorney 
and 
the trial 
judge is 


idverse to the granting of the pardon, 
he papers are not sent to the preai- 
lont for his expediency of extending 
executive clemency, the papers are 
orwarded to the president for his ac- 
ion. 
Applications made merely for restor- 


ation to citizenship will not be consid- 
ired by the president prior to tho ex- 
liration of the sentence. After the 
ionvict has been released for a consid- 
irable period and his good conduct is 
ertifled to by the people among whom, 
le lives, the president will then con- 
sider the application.
